They were further charged 
with assault with intent, to rob. 5 
The Attorney General! (the! Hon. Ms. 
J.-H. Kemp). proseented on ‘behalf of the 
Crown,- and Mr. C.. G, Alabaster 
(instructed by Mr. G. R. Haywood). ap- 
peared for the p prisoners, who all plead 
ed. not guilty. . 
| The jury. was composed of Messrs. L. 
A, Silva (foreman), M. Wong, A. W.P. 
Spiers, E. H. Skett, 8. -Inman, A. W. 
Van Andel, and P. H. J. G. Jonckheer. 
Opening the case, the Attorney-General 
said -he did not suggest that there was 
any deliberate intention by the aceused 
to commit murder, but they’ set out with 
the intention of committing an armed 
robbery. They carried knives and were 
prepared to carry out-their intention .in 
spite of resistance. If'a man was killed 
in such circumstances it, amounted to 
murder.~ The robbery took place in 
tam Bay, on the morning of July st 
on besrd a junk.
